COLUMBUS, O., Dec. l l —Cash 
registers tinkled a merry tone in 
Ohio's retail stores this week and 
thousands ot extra clerks were on 
hand to accommodate Christmas 
shoppers, but merchants generally 
did not expect business volume to 
exceed that of last year, a survey 
showed today. 
In the state’s industrial cities, 
Increased employment and higher 
payrolls provided some stimulant 
to pre-Christmas trader. This was 
counteracted in 
most instances, 
however, by unseasonal weather. 
Lower prices caused dollar volume 
to fall behind 1937 levels. 
The first of December found im­ 
proved employment going hand in 
hand with greater production of 
steel and other manufactured pro­ 
ducts. In Cleveland, 15,000 more 
men were at work in mills and fac­ 
tories than in mid-summer. Akron 
reported an increase of 2.000 Jobs 
in the rubber industry in the tame 
J ^ g th of time. 
uFUn«easonable Weather Blamed 
A k r o n businessmen admitted, 
however, that Christmas business 
probably 
would not equal 
last 
year’s. They gave aa principal rea­ 
sons, “too much 
rain and 
not 
enough cold.’’ Despite rayroll in­ 
creases, Cleveland merchants were 
unwilling to predict buying trends. 
In Cincinnati, Lynn Revenaugh, 
secretary of the retail merchants 
association, said: 
“Everybody agrees that we’ll be 
fortunate if the total volume of 
holiday trade equals last year.” 
Cincinnati manufacturing employ­ 
ment was reported slightly increas­ 
ed.

No m atter w hat individual new 
dealers may have said or thought 
or dream ed about in the laat six 
year*, the energy which gave life 
to th e new deal as a political m ove­ 
m ent has com e from th ree main 
sources of popular dlscontim t. 
T he first was the discontent of 
tho farm ers dem anding equality of 
treatm en t w ith industry, and, w hat­ 
ever one is to think of the farm 
program s as such. the fact rem ains 
that agriculture* ham won a kind of 
consideration from 
the national 
governm ent which it has not had 
for 50 yeara. The farm problem will 
bo with us, no doubt, for g en era­ 
tions, but the equality of agricul­ 
ture w ith Industry is now acknow l­ 
edged by both political parti**#.

T he second source of the new 
deal s energy a a s the d iscontent of

At the som e tim e, how ever, 
there have been w idespread expres­ 
sions of disapproval, it being charg­ 
ed 
th at 
the 
Anglo-FYench 
allies 
have preserved peace at the coat 
of tossing C zechoslovakia to the 
wolves and even at th at gaining 
only a tem porary respite from a 
show down 
w ith 
Uke 
to talitarian 
power*. 
I was present at the Munich con­ 
ference and those of B ercblesgaden 
and Godeaberg as well. 
The ex­ 
planation of the dem ocracies— that 
they w ere impelled 
to m aintain 
peace— lurked som ething which ob­ 
servers 
couldn’l 
quite 
put 
their 
fingers on. 
It was unsatisfactory 
in th at it d id n t seem the whole 
tru th . 
L ater I toured eastern Europe 
and the Balkans and was startled 
at the heat 
of 
th* criticism of 
France and to a lesser degree of 
England. 
France was charged with 
having in effect broken her bond 
to protect Czechoslovakia. 
Some 
asserted France w as afraid of G er­ 
many. 
Decidedly th at didn't sound like 


troops—say 30.000 m en—and maybe 
250 fighting airplane*. 
T his was 
a p art from naval aid. of course. 
T hat m eant France would have 
to sm ash the pow erful defenses of 
the G erm an w estern front with her 
own two fists. 
R ussia couldn't do m ore 
than 
send w arplanes to Czechoslovakia, 
because the Soviet Union ia sep ar­ 
ated from Czechoslovakia by Polish 
and R um anian territory. 
R um ania could offer no m ilitary 
ald. 
In other words, the little en­ 
tente — Czechoslovakia. Rum ania 
and Y ugoslavia—which France had 
fostered as a bulwark against pos­ 
sible G erm an aggression, blew up 
in her hands. 
But there still ww* Poland, with 
one of E urope’s crack arm ies. How­ 
ever, Poland not only declined to 
oppose G erm any, hut th© French 
got the distinct inipressiou that 
their 
form er close 
friend 
m ight 
even give support to the Reich in 
event of hostilities. T hat was a bit 
of a shock. 
I was not a l all su r­ 
prised to hear this about Poland. 
for when I was in W arsaw just after 
the H itler victory, officialdom was 
quite candid In stating that 
the 


Poles were going to play ball with 
H itler. 
This leaning tow ards G erm any 
started, for one thing, hack in 1933 
when the late M arshal Pilsudski 
advised F rance to wage a preven­ 
tive war against G erm any, on the 
grounds that w ar would com e event­ 
ually anyway. 
France turned down 
the idea and Pllsudski forthw ith 
laid his lines for cooperation with 
the Fatherland, m aintaining that 
this was the only altern ativ e to af­ 
filiation with France. 
The U nited S tates ia said to have 
been sounded out as to her a tti­ 
tude in event of war grow ing out 
of the Nazi Czechoslovak crisis. I 
understand th at the answ er was 
that America would he unable to 
furnish any m ilitary assistance and 
couldn't even prom ise to provide 
supplies. 
T hus all in all France felt itself 
in the position of m aking the gal 
lant gesture of going out largely 
alone—at least at the ou tset—to 
wage battle 
in 
defense, not of

FALLACIES TOPIC 
WF ROTARY TALK 


A.E. Frosch Analyzes Social 


Aspects, Contrasts Them 


With Basic Economics 


Albert E. Frosch, sand firm offi­ 
cial, told fellow m em bers of the 
Rotary club th at many social as­ 
pects of th** new deal were good. 
blit that they did not coincide with 
economic policies of the adm inis­ 
tration In a talk at the noon m eet­ 
ing In the Travelers hotel Tuesday. 
Speaking 
on 
"Some 
Economic 
Fallacies of the New' Deal." Mr. 
Frosch said the problem was ap­ 
proached 
from 
two 
viewpoints, 
those for the new deal saying it 
was the combination of all success­ 
ful economic plans of the past and 
those against it saying it was a 
combination 
of 
all 
experiments 
which had failed. 
H e read an account of a "new 
deal" tried in China in 1066. which 
incorporated 
m any schemes 
pro 
posed today, but which failed be 
cause of drouths, 
floods, famines 
and plagues. The article concluded 
th at any such social and economic 
experim ents must be tried gradual 
Iv and that no social planning was 
infallible. 
W 
Com menda P resident 
J He paid a tribute to Roosevelt 
because he had created a better 
state of mind in the nation, had de 
veloped a social consciousness and 
had improved foreign relations. 
On the other hand, he condemn 
cd him for attem pting to show the 
common people that only one party 
possesses the milk of hum an kind 
ness. 
"The idea of social security Is 
good,” he said, "but at present it is 
being administered unsoundly with 
its funds being diverted for other 
uses.” 
Mr. Frosch then read a new spap­ 
er account of a recent presidential 
press conference in which Roose­ 
velt 
said 
tho 
defense 
program 


would be on a ‘pay-as-you-go’ basis. 
The article intim ated that Roose­ 
velt was planning to use the de­ 
fense program as a new pump-prim­ 
ing schem e to replace the unpopu­ 
lar WPA. 
The speaker suggested this was 
another example of juggled book­ 
keeping in the treasury. He said 
attem pts w"ere being m ade to show- 
large balances in the budget bv 
listing all 
public 
buildings 
and 
property as assets, bot term ed this 
impossible because of the great dif­ 
ficulty in evaluating all the govern­ 
m ent’s property. 
He condemned the new deal’s a t­ 
tem pt to peg prices on the level of 
1926 because changing factors since 
then had altered circum stances so 
much that it would be impossible to 
have just prices now on that basis. 
R edistribution Assailed 
H e also said that it was possible 
to redistribute wealth by taxation, 
but not the general w ay it was be­ 
ing done under the new deal. The 
taxes were hitting all business, he 
said, so th at the large corporation, 
equipped to m eet the burden, could 
adjust itself while the sm aller man 
was at a disadvantage. 
He term ed it a fallacy that the 
w ealthy are paying for the present 
experim ents because taxes impos­ 
ed on a m anufacturer were simply 
being added to his prices and thus 
passed on to the consumer, who 
eventually paid. 
“The 
money 
which 
has 
been 
taken from the w ealthy has been 
turned over to a parasitic group 
of society,” he stated. 
He said the reciprocal trade tre a ­ 
ties were fallacious because they 
were not equalized, and suggested 
that a tariff with Japan, for ex 
ample, should be based on an index 
of the difference of wages- and liv­ 
ing standards In the two countries 
“Japan, 
instead 
of paying the 
United States a high price to sell 
goods In this country, will sooner 
or later be sm art enough to use 
the same money 
to pay higher 
wages to Japanese workers.’’ he 
said. 
He concluded his talk by telling 
Rotary m em bers to watch legisla­ 
tion of the coming session of con­ 
gress, to study th e legislation care­ 
fully and then protest loud and long 
lf they did not agree with it.

This is in the same category with 
the bed-ridden invalid who is sup­ 
posed to he paralyzed and to whom 
some lait!) healer makes a visit 
with the result that the invalid gets 
up aud walks. 
These are al] examples of the 
great disease of hysteria, one of the 
most fascinating and complicated 
of all mental disorders, It seems 
impossible that a merely mental 
condition can canst- a person to go 
blind anti to appear to lie paralyzed 
Kind Of Forgetfulness 
* 
The psychology of hysteria has 
been pretty well worked out. Hash 
ally, It is probable ihat hysteria Is 
a kind of forgetfulness. We say 
that a person is hysterical when 
she—it usually is a she—throws 
herself around, stiffens h e r s e lf out. 
screams and “carries on.” We also 
• 


that “she forget* herself* and 
h certain extent she does. Her 
ne sic trouble i* that she has for­ 
gotten lier relationship to fbi* ac­ 
tualities of existence around her. 
The hysteric forgets himself and 
he forgets part of his body. The 
man who goes blind forgets his vi­ 
sion. When he remembers it, he 
has ceased to bt- temporarily hys­ 
terical 
The paralyzed person in 
bed has forgotten the part of the 
mind that meant movement iii the 
legs. When that memory is restor­ 
ed the apparent paralysis is cured. 
Ways To Detect It 
There are a numb* r of ways to 
detect hysteria 
For instance, a 
person will say his hand is numb. 
Now, there are two sets of nerves 
that go to the bund. One set starts 
fairly up the wrist, comes down 
and innervates the thumb, first, 
second and half of the third finger; 
the other set comes down and In­ 


nervates the middle finger and the j 
outer side of the third finger. When | 
there is an actual nerve disease; 
which causes numbness, it can he . 
outlined in one of these two areas j 
Hysterical numbness, on the other' 
hand, is a numbness of the whole I 
hand, simply as a mental image. ( 
and stops abruptly at 
the ring 
around the wrist. 
The treatment of hysteria is by 
psychotherapy, 
although 
a 
great 
many curious treatments in the na­ 
ture of suggestion have been used 
A great deal of medicine is valu 
able simply because it is sugges­ 
tive. not because it has any real 
physiological action. The best med­ 
icine for the hysteric is probably 
the kind that smells the worst and 
tastes the worst. A great deal of 
th** old doctor’s ability to cure the 
discase was due to the fact that he 
could get up as nauseating a mix­ 
ture as anybody is likely to want.
